the convention with a candidate and yet 
hoping that Governor Roosevelt will bt 
nominated. Senator Hauua has stated 
that he controls the delegates to such an 
extent that he can nominate any candi 
date he pleases, and it is not known that 
be has withdrawn his objections to Mr 
Woodruff. Tht- latter was as much sur- 
prised as anybody over the result. In 
general the idea seems to be prevalent 
that Secretary Long is the most favored 
candidate, with a probability that Kou^ 
velt will still be nominated. Goveruoi 
Itoo.sevelt believes that, his wishes hav- 
ing been respected by his own delegation 
he is finally out of the- race. 


"What is the situation tonight, sen 


ator?" 


•'Roosevelt is out of it and will not bt 


nominated." 


The question was put to Senator Han- 


na, and that is the way be answered 
This was after another effort during the 
day to stampede the delegates to Roose- 
velt. As before the effort was made bv 
Xew York and Pennsylvania. 


Many Rumor*. 


The stampede which had been checked 


and turned last night was begun early fu 
the morning.' Many stories were circulat 
ed. Koosevolt was quoted as saying ah 
solutel}- that he would not accept if nomi. 
mited. Ho was also quoted as having bad! 
a change of hea'rt and wauted'the nomina- 
tion, lu fact all kinds of rumors were in 
circulation, arid the situation remained 
cloudy all day uud did riot clear very 
much in the evening. One thing definite- 
ly developed. There is to be a fight. The 
nomination is not to be made without a 
contest. Senator Hanua is doing all he 
can to defeat JUoosevclt and has deter- 
mined to 'continue that Hue to the end., 
He is lining up the friends of the admin- 
istration against Roosevelt. In this he is 
acting in harmony with the wishes o> 
Roosevelt, wno has urged aJl delegates 
visiting him not to vote for him for vice 
president. 


The next serious proposition that con- 


fronts Mr. Hanna is what he shall do as 
between Long nnd Dolliver. There is a 
popular sentiment for Dolliver iu the 
west that is hard to overcome. Long is 
regarded as n passive kind of candidate, 
and while no objection is urged against 
him he does not attract the delegates. 
But lie is Mr. Hauua s perxnial choice 
and is preferred by the president. Dolli- 
ver's friends have pointed out to Senatoi 
Hanna that the Iowa candidate has now 
got into the fight so far that he wants to 
win. to which Hauua replied that defeat 
would not injure Dolliver. Ho has 'al- 
ready acquired a great deal of promi- 
nence, says Senator Hauna, and he will 
not be injured if he should be defeated by 
a candidate like Secretary Long.

It would be a sadder and drearier 


world were there no laughter, aud yet 
the real thing is only too rare among us. 
There' «re the laugh that c-heera and the 
laugh that chill:., the- spontaneous ex- 
pression 
of unfeigned enjoyment, of 


hearty gladness, of real joy, as opposed 
to the faint smile of simulated pleasure, 
tbe hollow, mirthless laugh that tries to 
drown the misery of an aching heart, the 
ban,h, grating sound that accompanies 
the triumph of malignity. 


What ia to joyous. so inspiriting, as the 


happiness of little children, which finds 
boisterous expression in their ringing 
peals of laughter, and what ao sad. so 
chilling, as the outbursts of reckless lev- 
ity that nightly jar upon tbe ear in tie 
streets of our great cities? 


XoibJDg is more characteristic of the 


human being than his laugh. It has been 
called "the cipher key wherewith we de- 
cipher the whole man." 
Tbe schoolgirl, 


in her transition state, -whose faulty man- 
ners are more often than not born of 
nervousness, is given to tittering behind 
books and exchanges chuckles in corners 
with her dearest; friend over matters 
•which are. as a rule, kept secret. Tbe 
"society miss," whose social standpoint 
is open to question, is far too refined for 
n hearty laugh, even if her dressmaker 
had allowed room, for it* Mi.she suiggers 
behind her fan something like the school- 
girl, and her companion of the masher 
tribe emits shrill, cackling sounds, pro- 
Tided his collar permits, and he is not 
feeling too languid to be amused. 


Perhaps one of the most trying laughs 


Is that of thp neryous person. Such a one 
greets you with the same stereotyped 
sound upon all occasions, ^yhcuever you 
meet, you know the nervous, mirthless 
laugh will be heard before you can ex- 
change a word, and, whatever be your 
mood, it will recur, with painful per- 
sistence throughout the' interview. 


There are those who .always want to 


laugh at the wrong moment, and "what 
n ghastly sensation it is -when the trage- 
dy "of a humnn heart has been partly 
unrcilcd before you. and, because it con- 
tains that fatal touch of comedy .that 
treads so closely on the Heels of tiagcdy, 
it IB all you can do ,to choke down that 
triad, hysterical Impulse to laugh. 


The loud guffaw of the peipetually fun- 


ny wan, who thus announces the fact 
that he has made what he calls a joke, 
U apt" to produce bad rather than good 
blood, just as the meaningless, ceaseless 
ripple of some inane feminine laughter 
gets ob the nerves and Induces a morose 
desire for solitude. 


There are the birds of evil omen who 


croak their way through life — the pes- 
simist, the hypochrondriac, the bored 
and blase of both sexes— who are too 
cynical to be amused, j>nd those who. 
posing tfs profound critics, fear any show 
of enthusiasm, lest It should be mistaken 
for ignorance that is easily 
pleased. 


These do not laugh. 


"Laugh and grow fat!" says rare Ben 


Jonson, and there is a contagious chocri- 
ness in the hearty, somewhat wheezy 
laugh of our stout, comfortable fi lends. 
They seem to have no awkward corners 
either in mind or body, and their irre- 
pressible, good humor. acts., -is- a mental 
tonic ^n^their surroundings. _ Carlylc 
tells us that "no man who has once 
heartily and wholly laughed can be al- 
together, irrecIaimaBly bad," and expcii- 
ence teaches us to Uust those with s-i 
honest, hearty laugh. 


How different Is the jeer of mockery, 


the callous sneer of cynicism which tuina 
some cold with rage and diives others to 
the verge of violence, or the rude laugh- 
ter reserved for the moment when your 
back is turned and you can no longer 
sec, but only hear, and draw your own 
conclusions. 


The happy gift of humor can soften 


many a black look and silence many nn 
angry word by a laughing reply that has 
an honest ring in it. But it must be the 
right sort of laugh. The least touch of 
contempt brings home the galling fa<*t 
that the angry man is making himself 
ridiculous, and an excessive hilnuty be- 
trays a want of sympathy with the cause 
of his anger. It is the laugh that comes 
from a kindly heart, unwilling to give or 
take offense, that acts like a chaim in 
restoring equanimity to the ruffled breast. 


We know that with children unbridled 


laughter is often the forerunner of tea is, 
and in later Itfe ^laughter Ts akin to 
weeping, and true humor -is as closely 
allied to pity, as it is abhorrctft to deri- 
sion."- It softens the heart and quickens 
the emotions, making them susceptible 
of a- sudden revulsion of feeling if but a 
w'ord. look, a mtmory awaken a lespon- 
elve ebpr,d. 


To the human race alone has laughter 


been accorded as an expression ot de- 
light, and, though tvc talk of the^ laugh- 
ing hyena and our dags seem to snulo 
with their eyes to the accompaniment of 
wagging tails, we may listen in vain for 
anything common to tbe rest ot the ani- 
mal creation that corresponds to our ac- 
cepted method of expressing amusement 
and lightness of heart. 


The hollow, metallic laugh of the par- 


rot-is but a mockery of true mirth. It 
is a mere imitation, painfully like the 
laugh of some human beings' in its very 
emptiness. It is -no expression of real 
feeling. It is more like the triumphant 
chuckle of an evil spirit than athe whole- 
some "laughter that makes good blood." 


It is from the Bound mind in the sound 


body that we ' get true mirth, the sun- 
shine of life, the oil that eases the wheels 
of human intercourse. 
It conies from 


those who laugh with and not at their 
fellow creatures. It is the privilege ot 
reason, the proof of kindliness, one cf 
the joyous Holes In the psalm of life. It 
must not be excessive nor ill timed, lest 
It lose the sweetness of sympathy and 
become tedious by reiteration; lest it be 
degraded from the rank of a health giv- 
ing medicine to take its place among nox- 
ious drugs and mental irritants.— St. 
Louis Republic.

THE EYE OF A HORSE 


NOT AN INFALLIBLE INDEX OF THE 


ANIMAL'S' -CHARACTER. 


1fc» DiBTerrar* B«twee» tbe "Wall' 


Eye" aad ta« "Wa»«-» !£}*•"—Tkr 
Ear» •• a Guide—A» Expert'* Meth- 
od of Jadatlav Eaala*». 
Many persons iu forming opinions as to 


tke character of a horse regard tbe eye 
as the feature above all others which 
t«ll» tbe tale, but our investigation of tbe 
subject has led u» to somewhat different 
conclusion*, and experience with these 
animal:, has caused u* not to place too 
much reliance upon it* expression iu de- 
ciding as 10 itb \a-iou» traits or docility 
Notuithstuudiut; that the exauiiuatiou ot 
the c>u is almost an luboru habit ia 
judging the character of tbe creature, 
ret it »«:uis that this particular feature 


often overestimated. 
\Ve have known persons to -condemn 


torses on account of tbe appearance of' 
their eyes. sa>iug. "1 never feel safe with 


horse which is always turning thje 


whites of its t yes at me." but Closer in- 
spection would have shown tbe irory 
white to be the lesult of absence of the 
coloring matter iu a part which is usual- 
ly of a darkened hue and was really the 
natural condition of things rather than 
a vicious bubit. This deviation from ths 
ordinary course of nature produces 
A 


variety sometimes called "watch eye," 
occasionally confused, however, with an- 
other kind called "\vull eye." 
And here 


it may not be out of place' to explain 
tbe difference between these two peculiar 
conditions. 


The foiinor appen:s as if illuminated 


by the contrast of the ivory white sur- 
rounding that part ot the eye frequently 
called tho sight, which in its turn may 
be almost black. This somewhat singu- 
lar Arrangement of things gives the oir- 
gan the appealance of being ever on thi 
outlook, watching, as it were. 
Some 


horses have both eyes constructed ou 
the \\atch eye plan, and it giveg the ani- 
mal a lather wild expression, when, in 
point of fact, it may be a very docile 
creature. 


The wall eye, on the other hand, is a 


condition due to the absence of coloring 
matter, this time in the interior ot the 
organ, giving it a bluish or stee! gray ap- 
pcarance which is a striking contrast to 
tbe soft brown eyea BO often noticed in 
horses. 


It must not be inferred that the eye 


should be entirely disregarded in forming 
an opinion as to the character of n horse, 
but it should be remembered that its ex- 
piession is materially influenced by the 
attitude of the ear, an organ which is of- 
ten lost sight of as far as being an index 
to the animal's character is concerned. , 


Our experience in judging horses has 


led us to regard the ear with much c«'rc, 
as its attitude and movements indicate 
quite a variety of conditions. 
Horces 


whose ears are ever restless without ap- 
parent cause are frequently ultra nervous 
creatuics, well worth watching. Again, 
the restless ear will sometimes point to 
defective eyesight, which may b« adcotri- 
panied with partial or total loss of vision, 
-while animals which throw them closely 
back upon the poll are often inclined.to 
nirt or bite. Indeed this very attitude is 
frequently a signal for combat. 


On the other hand, horses whose ears 


are kept nearly iu tbe same position most 
of tbe time are more than likely ,to b$ 
dull, stupid creatures, if they are not 
totally deaf. Deafness In horses is pot at 
all A common thing, though we occasion- 
ally meet'with. cases_in wljleh tbe ani-, 
mal's attention cannot be attracted by 
sound. 
• 
. ' 


The ear of tbe horse Is not only a par- 


tial index to the animal's character as far 
as rice and docility are concerned, but its 
movements will at times sound the key- 
note of danger or warn us to be on the 
alert. In this connection a somewhat re- 
markable incident was related to the 
writer n few yenrs ago by one of thlf 
Union soldiers who escaped through that 
famous hole in Libby prison, but was aft- 
erward rfetaken. The officer who recap- 
tured the man subsequently informed him 
that his proximity xtas fiist revealed by 
the cars of his (the officer's) charger. 


The story, in brief, was that the escap- 


ing soldier and a messmate were conceal- 
ed in a wood. One night they were close- 
ly pursued by a southern officer and hia 
men, and while stealing away from them 
as cautiously as they could the crackling 
of the dry leaves ntti acted the attention 
of the captain's horse, which somewhat 
suddenly and without apparent reason 
pricked Its ears and seemed alarmed. The 
officer, taking the hint, oidercd his troop- 
ers to surround the spot, and by the 
morning be had the two fugitives closely, 
corralled. 


Another .feature which is regarded, by 


many as an index to the character of 4 
horse is the color of its coat, some believ; 
tug that chestnuts or soi rels are likely td 
be high stiung. ncivous creatures, while, 
gray hoiscs often get the ciedit ot being 
very docile, but our investigation along 
this line has not led us to believe that 
there is any reliance whatever to be 
placed in opinions formed upon such a 
tbeoiy. 
It is also contended that color 


has much to do with the comfort of the 
animal when ei.posed to the sun's rays, 
especially in the summer season, but ob- 
seivations have not demonstrated the 
tiuth of this supposition, as it has been 
clearly shown time and again that dark 
hnrsrs are able to do just as much work 
•n ithout showing fatigue as those of a 
lichter color. This may be accounted for 
by the fact that the coat is a nonconduct- 
or nithin ceitain limits, so that it prob- 
ably makes little difference what color 
It ia as far as the temperature of tbe 
parts beneath is concerned. 


In studying the character of a horse it 


may bo well not to jump at conclusions, 
but obseivc its habits carefully and'give 
every link due consideration before com- 
ing to n final conclusion.—Professor E. 
A. A. Grange in New York Times.

Tker Develop Ferocity a»d Ar« a* 


Uraltkr a> Wild O»e». 


There is a current tradition that wild 


annuals born in captivity do not attain 
the savagenesc of jbuse bred in their na- 
tive jungle and that tbe teeth of such 
animals do not develop as they do in tbe 
wild state. Tbe superintendent of the 
zoo. whose experience with wild animals 


j has been almost lifelong, says that he 


has not fonud these assertions to be true. 


However 
innocent 
and 
apparently 


tame tbe cubs may appear, he says, there 


a time when they attain savugeness 


apparently from instinct and show all 
the characteristics of the animals whose 
home has always been tbe forest or the 
plain. As for the development of teeth, 
the superintendent "points for illustration 
to full grown lions which were born and 
reared in captivity and may be seen any 
day cracking bones of meat with which 
they are fed with evidence of possessing 
tbe most sound teeth possible. 


The only way in vhich wild animals in 


captivity usually suffer with .their teeth 
U that when-they are fed they may grab 
at the meat which is pushed through the 
bars with a big iron fork and break a 
tooth, ou the Jork or they may in jump- 
ing against the bars injure a tooth and 
suffer afterward from its loss. 


The little lions when baby cubs are 


eby at first, then become as playful as 
kittens. For tbe .first year of their life 
usually they may be treated as domestic 
animals. At the age of about 12 weeks 
the cubs are taken, from their mother, 
but'in the meantime she has taught them 
to cat meat/ At first the cubs suck a 
"bone or a seraji of raw meat, which the 
mother tears off for them. Often they 
may be seen gnawing upon a bone which 
the mother*- Hob holds in her jaws and 
paws. 


When first taken from their mother. 


tKe cubs are given* finely chopped meat, 
th'c pieces being gradually made larger 
until they are given bones, upon which 
tfiey sharpen and develop their teeth. In 
time the lions can crush the bones with 
ease. From 12 to 14 months of age tbe 
young lions are, it is said, so cross as to 
b* almost unmanageable. "At the age of 
18 months 01 2 years" the cubs are taken 
in band by the trainer, and then, having 
reached their growth, they- are ready to 
be perfected iu their tricks and to be ex- 
hibited. 


It is said by those familiar with lion 


taming and training that lions which 
have been brought up as peta are tbe 
hardest to train lor performances. They 
do not seem to take the training seri- 
ously «ud are not BO easily mastered -as 
those which have grown to maturity 
without pitting.—Baltimore Sun.

In the summer of 1871 I'was on the Lit- 
tle Arkansas river about five miles south 
of Wichita. Kan. I had a splendid horse, 
trained lor tbe rauge and almost as in- 
telligent us a man.

came suddenly upon five big buffalo bulls 
that had wandered away from the main 
herd. I pulled my pistol, killed one of 
them and. not having time to reload, de- 
cided to rope one. Shortly afterward I 
found myself with a big job on ny band*. 


"At the first throw my rope dropped 


around tbe old bull's horus. Now. when 
a buffalo makes up his mind to go any- 
where- in a rush he travels in a straight 
line. You may be able t6 turn him a 
little, but in the mcin be .will keep his 
course. That was what this bull did. 
He headed toward tbe Little Arkansas, 
with the evident intention of crossing it. 
My horse, always fearless when handling 
cattle, was timid when in close quarters 
with a buffalo, and I was unable to check 
the bull, who soon bad me going south at 
a lively clip. I was becoming of the opin- 
ion that the only way out of my trouble 
was to cut my rope and let tbe bull carry 
it off. 


"Tbe Little Arkansas 4s narrow, in 


places, while at no great distance away 
will be found pools four and five .feet 
deep and from 25 to 40 feet wide. The 
bull ru»hed headlong into one of these 
pools. Tbe opposite bank was perpendic- 
ular and about a foot and a half above 
the water. Taking In the situation quick- 
ly. I saw that I could run out my rope 
far enough to enable my horse to cross at 
a narrow, shallow place. 
He jumped 


across, in fact, ahead ot the bull, whic$ 
had to wade. My horse had to keep go- 
ing and jerked the rope taut just as the 
bull started to climb up the bank. The 
jerk pulled the bull's- nose into the water 
and. bis shaggy bead against the perpen- 
dicular bank. He made a great uproar, 
but my horse held him there as Iu a vise. 
Strange as it may seem, I succeeded m 
keeping that bull's nose under water 
until be drowned. I always regarded this 
as my most brilliant feat of i oping."—Ok- 
lahoma Cor.

Two reports come from Shanghai of

mour baa hoisted the British flag over the 
south gute of the Chinese capital, while 
iii the other instance a Russian force, ad 
to which there have beeu various bazV 
rrUrencvd ill recent dispatcher, is stated 
tu have arrived outside the wall* ytater- 
duy uioruiux uud to have immediately at- 
tacked the city oil two fides, employing 
artillery. 


According to thus second dispatch relief 


arrived in the nick of time, for a renewed 
utUcfc hud been made uuou the legations. 
Apart from this, it is uow five days since 
auy word has been received of the diplo- 
matic corps and the COO other foreign res- 
idents uud refugees :iud the 400 odd lega- 
tion guards in the Chinese capital. 


Ab fur us Admiral Seymour's ^k-tiou is 


concerned, it was. pointed out by the Brit- 
ish admiralty that the Japanese report 
of his return to Tieu-tsiu was not con- 
firmed in dispatches transmitted by her 
majesty's steamer Eudymion, while Com- 
mander Taussiji's reference to the pres- 
ence of a "British admiral" at the town 
admitted of the interpretation that it was 
Admiral Bruce who hud arrived there, 
and not the admiral in command of the 
relief expedition. 


Transports aud warships are being hur- 


ried to tbe gulf of Pc-chi-li, whence mi 
International force, which it is computed 
\vill i-gprogttte 15,000 men, will march 
upon Peking. 


The United States will have a force 


nearly :is strong as nny of the great pow- 
ers nt the month of the Pei-ho. In its 
special effectiveness in river work the 
American naval force will make up foe 
nny deficiency in our military represepta- 
tion, 


More Ship* to Join Ivempff. 


In addition to the battleship Oregon, 


ordered yesterday from Hongkong to 
Taku, these orders wore issued yesterday 
for strengthening the hand of Admiral 
Kempff in dealing with the situation: 


The gunboats Princeton and Marietta, 


now at Cavite. to proceed to Taku. 


The transport Zufiro, now at Cavite, U 


take supplies for the uavui contingent at 
Taku. 


The cruiser Buffalo, now at South- 


hampton, to proceed to Manila, where 
her men will be used to take the place 
of the marines who will embark from 
Cnvite for service in China. 


With these vessels added to the New- 


ark, the Yorktown, the Nashville and 
the Munocacy. now at 'Taku, and the 
Oregon ordered there, the United State* 
will have a force nearly as strong as any 
of the great powers at that point. Ad- 
miral Kempff will have five gunboats- 
adapted to Service on the Pei-ho river as. 
far up as Tieu-tsin, und iu this respect 
the naval force will be more effective 
perhaps than that jtf nny other power, j 
thus making up for any deficiency ia 
'our military representation. 


Rumored American Landing;. 


A dispatch from" Shanghai announces, 


that the United States transport Thom- 
as, with troops for Manila, was divert- 
ed at Nagasaki aud has arrived at Tnkn 
with 1,200 men. 


Rumor that Japan will as the niauda 


tory of the powers restore order in China 
was revived in this dispatch yesterday 
from Yokohama: 


"The news of the shelling of the forts 


at Taku has caused great excitement 
throughout Japan. It is reported that the 
powers will, ask Japan to scud 20,000 
troops to suppress the revolt. It is prob 
able that the government will consent. 
Additional transports are 
being 
pre- 


pared." 


Berlin dispatches intimate that Ger- 


many will not object to Japan sending 
18,000 troops, while Great Britain will 
indorse the plan with avidity, though 
perhaps only secretly. 


The Japanese legation in London has 


official information of the dispatch ot 
8,000 troops. In the meanwhile the Brit- 
ish are dispatching six native regiments 
besides artillery from India. 


The French minister of marine an- 


nounces that the French armored cruisei 
Guichen will leave France for Taku Sat: 
urday and that'the armored cruiser Ad- 
mirfll Chnrner, the second class cruUci 
Frinut and two transports conveying two 
battalions of infantry aud two batteries 
of artillery will sail June 20. 


In the house of commons yesterday 


afternoon the Right Hon. William St. 
J. Brodrick, _ undersecretary for foreign 
affairs, said that the latest dispatches 
from China showed that arrangements 
had been made to establish a force at the 
Yang-tste kiang which would storm the 
forts. The British ships which had gone 
up the river had captured two Chinese 
torpedo boat destroyers. Mr. Brodrick 
added that the government had not re- 
ceived any information since Sunday 
evening. 


Later on Mr. Brodrick stated that four 


Chinese torpedo boats had been captured. 


He added that the government had not 


been informed that Admiral Seymour 
had returned to Tion-tsin.

Mill aud Ended With a FlnUhed Wreck. 


Somo one had uski-d ihoex-liooiiH'r-froii) 


Oregon to dr&cribtrihe tliiwy and practice 
of liii late profeisiou. '•Every boom," bo 
said, "bus its pretext, which may ran^e 
from a projected railroad to a salubrious 
climate, und its promoter, whoso real ob- 
ject muy be inmost uuylhiug imaginable, 
but 1* generally a deslru to buy ur sull 
SOitia particular piece of property, a ml 
booms ore as various in inception and ilr- 
velopmtut as their pretexts aud promoters. 


"Tbe most successful aud farrcauhiug 


boom Is a disturbance far beyond ILIV pow- 
ers of description. Capital and specula- 
tion are, however, the only vitally ueti-s 
Bary elements for tho creation of a small 
sized boom, und it la possible that one ex- 
perienced man may represent both of them 
and be wholly and directly responsible for 
a boom of considerable magnitude. 


"1 may cite as an example of such a 


boom my own experience with a smvmill 
which I had started to build for a neigh- 
bor of mine, a man of large experience in 
the lumber business, who died suddenly, 
leaving me in possession of u half finished 
plant, of whose operation I knew absolute- 
ly nothing. On trying to sell I discovered 
that none of the other mills in the vicinity 
had . been making money for some timu, 
and thnt Ic would be Impossible to find a 
purchaser for my property us it stood. 


"Well, I had capital involved and pro- 


ceeded to speculate with every cent I pos- 
sessed. I finished the mill, adding pinn- 
ers, lath, shingle and boxmaking machin- 
ery and an electric light plant to the orig- 
inal plans, and began running day und 
night. With tho first lumber sawed I con- 
structed u spur to the mill from the rail- 
road near by, built a large general jcer- 
clutndisc stove, a blacksmith shop aud a 
hotel, all of which I operated myself, and 
about 60 cottages which I rented to my 
employees.

"At the eud of three months after the 


mill had started running I had about cx- 
haupted my capital, but had gained » repu- 
tation that nearly sent me to the state 
legislature that year, and, more to rny 
purpose, had received several offers to in- 
corporate or sell my business. The best 
of the offers I finally accepted, and trans- 
ferred the whole layout to a number of 
moneyed men from the state capital for n 
price that gave me u net profit of §10,000. 


"The following summer I spent abroad. 


On my return six months later the prop- 
erty was in tho hands of a receiver and it 
was sold at auction in tho following year 
for |6,000."--New York Sun.

At, tho most n month's holiday 
was given to the iiotors, and sometimes 
they were not idle for luoro than two 
weeks.

Now 
thoy must pay the expenses of their fami- 
lies us well us their own when traveling. 
Years ago I got SCO a week in Chicago am] 
wa= ublo to savo money, besides biipporl- 
Ing my wife nnd child, but if I hail boon 
compelled to travel as well us pay tho ad- 
vanced prices of living of today I never 
could havo dono so.
